Neighbours unite 
to clean up area 

VOLUNTEERS have carried out a commu¬ 
nity clean-up amid growing frustration at 
the state of their neighbourhood. 

Graffiti has been sprayed on property 
walls, litter dropped and rubbish accumu¬ 
lating near homes in Wordsley. 

People living on the High Acres estate 
had contacted ward councillor Paul Broth- 
wood eager for a clean-up to take place. 

He organised the litter pick after a string 
of complaints from residents. 

The team of volunteers collected eight 
bags of rubbish around Randall Close and 
Crabb Lane alleyway.

MORE than 100 homes will 
be built on a new estate in a 
multi-million pound scheme 
to create affordable housing 
in Dudley. 

It is part of plans to build 350 homes 
in the borough over the next five 
years as part of a £40m investment. 

More than £6m of the funding was confirmed 
earlier this year by Government and Dudley 
Council is now looking to find a partner to de¬ 
velop the first site and build 130 homes, some 
of which will be council housing. 

The authority has published a public notice 
stating they propose to dispose of land forming 
part of the public open space at the rear of Mid- 
dlepark Road and Russells Hall Road. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, cabinet member 
for housing services, said: “Following a success¬ 
ful bid from the Local Growth Fund, Dudley 
Council have published a tender document to 
select a house builder to build approximately 
130 homes, of which the council will retain the 
ownership of 42 properties to add to its stock of 
council homes. 

“The remainder of the homes will be sold by 
the selected partner. 

“This forms part of Dudley’s overall plan to 
deliver around 350 new council homes to meet 
local housing need over the next few years.” 

Environment 

The house builder’s proposals will be evalu¬ 
ated on the quality of the design and how it fits 
into the local environment, she said. 

Cabinet members approved the plans last 
year, which will see £15.6m invested over the 
next three years to get the scheme off the 
ground. 

As well as the £6.2m of Local Growth Fund¬ 
ing, the council is looking to add a further 
£11.5m into the new build budget in 2018/19, 
spending a total of £40.6m over the next five 
years. 

Among the areas which could have housing 
are former garage sites and the old archives 
building on Mount Pleasant Street in Coseley. 

The former Wren’s Nest Estate Office has 
also been earmarked for housing along with 
a site in Beech Road, Kingswinford, and the 
council will look to identify and develop addi¬ 
tional sites subject to planning permission. 

Meanwhile, in Coseley more than 60 acres of 
disused industrial land will be transformed to 
provide hundreds of homes and a supermarket 
under plans lodged. 

Skelton Group Investments want to create 
the 925-home estate on three business parks 
in Coseley, branding the scheme Coseley Park. 

Under the firm’s outline application submit¬ 
ted to Dudley Council, all the site’s existing 
buildings will be flattened except from a for¬ 
mer municipal building which would be turned 
into offices. Of the 925 new homes mooted, 870 
would be houses and 55 flats.

SHOPPERS stepped off dry land to see what 
was on sale at a market with a difference. 

A floating market was docked at Merry Hill 
in its first appearance at the shopping centre. 

Various items were on sale from the 11 nar- 
rowboats that moored at the canalside, with 
traders selling goods from jewellery and crafts 
to candles and plants. 

The group of narrowboat based traders 
travel the waterways of the Midlands taking 
their markets to different towns along the 
canal network.

likely after a successful debut weekend for 
the floating market in the heart of the Black 
Country. 

Shoppers certainly got on board with the 
idea, with hundreds of people flocking to the 
waterside during the market’s three-day stay. 

Roving 

The boats were lit up at night to providing 
an impressive display at The Embankment, 
off Level Street. 

Floating trader Sandra Willis, who is part 
of the Roving Canal Traders Association, said: 


“I think people are fascinated by the trading 
boats and our way of life, it’s something a bit 
different.” 

The trader, who deals with animal lovers 
as she sells dog treats from her boat, believes 
the floating market could make a return to 
Merry Hill. 

She said: “We normally judge how each 
market goes before deciding whether to come 
back, but this has been one of the most suc¬ 
cessful this year so I think we will definitely 
be coming back.”

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Lucky escape for

A DRIVER had a lucky escape after his 
car left the road and crashed into a tree 
in Dudley. 

Emergency services were called 
around 5.30pm on Tuesday, August 25, 
to St Peter’s Road, Netherton, after the 
car came off the street and ended up on 
its side on a grass embankment between 
lamp-posts and trees. 

The car rolled down the embankment 
and was left badly damaged with its roof 
caving in. 

The incident followed hours of heavy 
rain. The driver, a man his in 20s, was 
not badly hurt.

He managed to climb out the vehicle 
himself by squeezing through the sun¬ 
roof before emergency services arrived. 

The road was closed for around half 
an hour as the car was pulled from the 
embankment. 

Minor 

Paramedics, firefighters from Haden 
Cross station and police attended. 

Fire chiefs said the driver was ‘very 
lucky’ to escape serious injury. 

Fire service spokesman Matthew 
Smith said the driver had suffered 
minor injuries. He was checked over by 


paramedics at the scene and taken to 
Russells Hall Hospital as a precaution. 

Mr Smith said: “One motor vehicle 
left the roadway and came to a rest on a 
grass verge on its side. 

“No persons were trapped and one 
man removed himself from the vehicle 
prior to our arrival.” 

West Midlands Ambulance spokes¬ 
man Jamie Arrowsmith said: “Apart 
from a few cuts to the back of his head, 
the male avoided any serious injury. 

“He was immobilised as a precaution 
and taken to Russells Hall.” 


Cannabis haul found 
at former charity base 


AROUND half a million pounds 
worth of cannabis was discov¬ 
ered growing in a former charity 
headquarters in Brierley Hill. 

Police discovered 1,000 plants in a 
raid on the former We Love Carers 
premises. 

It is one of the biggest recent hauls of 
drugs found by West Midlands Police’s 
cannabis disposal team. 

The team seized £2 million worth of the 
class B drug grown at sites across the West 
Midlands in July alone. 

Officers smashed into the premises, in 
Pearson Street, near Asda supermarket, at 
around lam on Tuesday morning, August 
25. 

Around 1,000 plants were discovered in 
various stages of growth at the building, 
close to Brierley Hill High Street. Investi¬ 
gations are still on ongoing after the police 
raid. 

It is thought the building was at risk of 
sparking a major fire due to the cannabis 
factory operation with wiring and growing 
equipment packed inside. 

Support 

Cannabis plants, some measuring five 
to six feet tall, were grown in pots in what 
was once the function room. The room had 
been used by the charity for exhibitions 
and fundraising nights and events. 

Large lighting rigs and ventilation fans 
towered over the plants in the room - 
alongside the club’s former glitterball over 
what was the dance floor. 

The main building was converted for of¬ 
fices and a community cafe where carers 
could meet for support groups. 

The charity started out as Insight for 
Carers before it changed its name. The 
premises were known as Insight House. 

A chaity spokesman confirmed it had 
moved out of the site in April and has been 
hosting sessions elsewhere. 

It had previously been home to Brierley 
Hill Labour Club. 

Mike Hall from West Midlands Police’s 
cannabis team said: “This is early stages 
at the moment and investigations are on¬ 
going. The information came in from a vig¬ 
ilant member of the public. 

“The building was also a very real fire 
risk with bypassed electricity feeding over 
a kilometre of improvised circuitry.” 


Victim urges culprits to own up

A PENSIONER who was left in a 
critical condition after a hit-and- 
run in Sedgley has urged the cul¬ 
prits to give themselves up to po¬ 
lice. 

John Rudge, aged 78, was left for 
dead after the shocking incident on 
August 13 on Bilston Street but he 
has made a remarkable recovery. 

Mr Rudge said the van driver 
and passenger needed to give them¬ 
selves up to police. Mr Rudge had 
been to the Spar store on the street 
before he stepped out to cross the 


road and was knocked over by the 
van. 

He hit his head on the road and 
suffered a concussion. The van 
driver circled back to check on his 
condition and then sped off. The 
van was dumped in Tipton. 

Mr Rudge, who is a familiar face 
around Sedgley as he walks his dog 
Charlie every day, said: “I decided 
to go down to the shop to get some 
lard, walked in bought it and then 
went outside to step off the pave¬ 
ment. 


“I did all the procedures, looking 
both ways but the van must have 
come around the corner so fast I 
didn’t see it. 

“After they knocked me over I’ve 
been told they drove back to look 
and see if I was okay and then they 
drove off. 

Describing those responsible as 
‘scoundrels’, Mr Rudge added: “I 
really hope they are caught.” 

Mr Rudge is hoping to return 
home this week and can’t wait to 
see ‘his little friend’ Charlie.

Construction 
snag delays 
start to the 
new term 

PARENTS are angry after it emerged 
the start of a primary school’s new 
term will be delayed. 

The summer break will be extended 
by one week at Manor Primary School 
in Coseley, pushing back the term 
start date from September 7 to Sep¬ 
tember 14. 

The work to build new classrooms 
at the school in Ettingshall Road is 
the first phase of a project to see the 
school capacity rise to 630 by 2021. 

Headteacher Anita Cliff said: “Un¬ 
fortunately the building work to 
increase classrooms ready for our in¬ 
crease in standard number in Septem¬ 
ber is not going to be finished for the 
start of term. Builders have worked 
late into the evenings and weekends 
to try and complete the job. 

“We are very sorry that we are 
going to have to delay the start of 
term for our children.” 

A parent from Bilston, who has 
a son and a daughter at the school, 
said: “I am a working parent and no 
provision has been made for childcare. 
I would be interested to know what 
would happen if I took my children 
out for a week.” 

Claire Drake, education boss at 
Wolverhampton City Council, said: 
“Unfortunately, unavoidable supply 
chain delays have meant that this 
particular programme is running a 
few days behind schedule and it has 
therefore been necessary to delay the 
opening of the school. We apologise 
for the inevitable inconvenience this 
will cause. Parents have been advised 
at the earliest opportunity.” 

Store plan at 
pub to go ahead 

ELEVENTH hour talks with Mar- 
ston’s have ended in disappointment 
for campaigners fighting to save a 
popular pub. 

Bill Etheridge MEP, who has led 
the campaign to prevent the Seven 
Stars in Sedgley, from being turned 
into a Morrisons supermarket, met 
with Marston’s boss Ralph Findlay. 

The Sedgley councillor said Mr 
Findlay confirmed the plans would 
go ahead. Dudley Council had refused 
permission but an appeal was upheld 
by the Planning Inspectorate. 

He said: “I will not give up on trying 
to save this pub until the doors close.” 

Last month up to 20 campaigners 
from the pub protested against the 
closure outside the brewers’ offices in 
Wolverhampton. 

Body found in car 
parked at hospital 

THE body of a woman was found in 
a car in the grounds of Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on Friday. 

It comes after a 46-year-old woman 
was reported missing. The death is 
not being treated as suspicious. 


Series celebrates importance

A NEW series celebrating canal sys¬ 
tems across the region will look at the 
role the waterways played in building 
the nation. 

The Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire will feature in the BBC series, 
Canals: The Making of a Nation, on 
October 6. 

Liz Mclvor will make her way along 
the Worcester and Birmingham canal 
route, telling a deeper story of how 
our waterways helped change our 
lives - and how that legacy lives on 
today. 

Ms Mclvor, an expert in industrial 


history and curator at Bradford In¬ 
dustrial Museum, aims to show view¬ 
ers just how instrumental canals were 
in shaping our modern world and how 
they came to be. 

She said: “Each canal has its own 
special interest story and each region 
covered gave a chance to explore a dif¬ 
ferent angle of a massive story.” 

During the West Midlands episode 
Ms Mclvor visits the Pontcysyllte Aq¬ 
ueduct in Wales, and travels to Bir¬ 
mingham where canals have become 
catalysts for property development 
and urban regeneration.

Tony Parker, the show’s executive 
producer, said: “We wanted to tell a 
different story about canals and look 
at their wider impact and significance 
in terms of our history. 

“Canals have given us so much 
over the centuries, and continue to do 
so. Perhaps it is time to build a few 
more.” 

The West Midlands episode Canals 
- the Making of a Nation (Heritage) 
will be shown on BBC Four on Octo¬ 
ber 6 at 8pm, as part of the full series 
which includes other regions across 
the UK. 


Council finances are 
'heading towards a cliff' 


COUNCIL budgets ‘are heading 
towards a cliff’ because of £10 bil¬ 
lion worth of extra costs, says a 
long-serving Dudley councillor. 

Reviews of business rates, cuts in rents 
and a planned increase in the minimum 
wage will add to the difficult decisions 
faced by councils already reeling from 
cuts to their Government grants, says 
former Dudley Council leader Councillor 
David Sparks. 

The past chairman of The Local Govern¬ 
ment Association (LGA), which represents 370 
authorities in England and Wales, says the 
Chancellor risks putting a burden on councils 
that can only be met by scaling back services or 
cutting them completely. 

“Local government finance has been heading 
towards a cliff for several years,” said Council¬ 
lor Sparks. “The decision to further reduce the 
ability of local authorities to control their costs 
brings that cliff nearer and nearer. 

“The LGA has to fight this Government’s 
proposals as they mean it is going to be increas¬ 
ingly difficult, if not impossible, in local author¬ 
ities like Dudley to make ends in future years.” 

Reduce 

Dudley Council is trying to reduce its spend¬ 
ing by £30 million a year as cuts have become 
a way of life across the West Midlands. But the 
LGA believes the upcoming spending review in 
November will bring new pressures. 

It has calculated Government policies over 
the next five years will cost councils £6.3 billion 
by 2020. This is on top of the £3.6 billion to 
maintain services at their current level based 
on demand and inflation. 

Costs include exempting house builders from 
Section 106 payments, which are levies placed 
on developers to fund road layouts and other 
local projects. The Government believes remov¬ 
ing these levies, worth on average £15,000 per 
home, will get 200,000 starter homes built as 
developers pass on the saving. 

Other pressures include setting aside £1.75 
billion to cover the high volume of business 
rate appeals expected after the 2017 revalua¬ 
tion. 

Also, councils are expecting to have to face 
costs when Universal Credit is rolled out to 
housing benefit claimants. The claimants will 
get the money paid directly to them, rather 
than the councils, meaning authorities will 
have to chase those who get into debt.

Lee and Sean Lannon 
drummed up support for 
the event at the Merry Hill 
centre. Using rowing ma¬ 
chines they are covering 
the distance from Bristol to 
Newcastle over nine days, 
clocking up the number of 
miles to the next stop on the 
way before driving them. 

The team needs to raise 
£80,000 just to make it to 
the start line and so far have 
reached £10,000. 

The 31-year-old gave up 
his job as a biology teacher 
in Dubai to focus on the mis¬ 
sion. He said: “I got a little 
bit bored of teaching and 
fancied another challenge.” 

The former Summer- 
hill School pupil has joined 
Dudley Rowing Club at 
Netherton Reservoir and is 
undergoing a rigorous safety 
course.

Creepy Xoseley Spider' fossil on display 


AN incredible fossil, dating 
back 315 milli on years, is on 
show in Wolverhampton. 

Nicknamed the Coseley Spi¬ 
der, the Eophrynus Prestvicii is 
on display as part of an exhibi¬ 
tion that celebrates the region’s 
geological history. 

It was discovered at the old 
Parkfield Colliery in the 1800s. 
Experts say it shows the early 


evolution of spiders and is an 
important international exam¬ 
ple. It features as part of the 
Riches Beneath Us exhibition 
at Bantock House, which runs 
until November 15. 

The exhibition is the largest 
display of Wolverhampton’s 
impressive geology collection 
in decades and features around 
100 artefacts of fascinating fos¬ 


sils, many collected from the 
Black Country’s collieries and 
limestone mines. 

Jon Clatworthy, director of 
the Lapworth Museum of Ge¬ 
ology at the University of Bir¬ 
mingham, said: “It is wonderful 
that the Coseley Spider is going 
on show for the first time in 
Wolverhampton, not far from 
where it was first found more 


than 100 years ago. Although 
it carries the nickname it is not 
actually a spider but rather an 
extinct relative of modern spi¬ 
ders.” 

The Coseley Spider is cur¬ 
rently on loan to Wolver¬ 
hampton Art Gallery from the 
Lapworth and is one of only two 
examples of Eophrynus Prest¬ 
vicii ever found.

Heartache as bride's 
driver dies in tragedy

NATALIE Baker’s wedding was the 
happiest day of her life - made ‘extra 
special by a special man’ in a gleam¬ 
ing car. 

But just two months from becoming man and 
wife, she and husband Stan watched in hor¬ 
ror and disbelief as the wreckage of that same 
pristine Daimler was amongst the debris of the 
Shoreham air disaster. 

Mrs Baker, aged 21, felt her heart drop as she 
feared the worst for her charming driver Maurice 
Abrahams. A few hours later, he was confirmed 
among the 11 that died. 

“We first saw a picture of the car on Facebook 
and immediately recognised it,” she said. “We are 
both totally shocked. It is so terrible. 

“It hits you that this was my home town and I 
grew up just half hour away.” 

Natalie, nee Bowyer, married Stan, 57, in West 
Sussex on June 27 - just a few miles when the 
ill-fated jet crashed. 

She said of chauffeur Mr Abrahams: “He made 
our special day even more special for being there 
and for telling me my husband is a lucky guy and 
that I was a gorgeous young lady. 

“He told me in the car ‘live life to the full, don’t 
ever let anything stop you’. That I will never for¬ 
get. He will be terribly missed.” 

Driving 

The newlyweds now live in The Parade, Dudley 
and have been glued to the news as the tributes 
to Mr Abrahams poured in. 

The father-of-two, 76, from Brighton, was 
driving his beloved Daimler to pick up bride- 
to-be Rebecca Sheen to drive her to her wedding 
in Findon when the vintage Hawker Hunter jet 
crashed. 

Natalie, originally from Sompting in West Sus¬ 
sex, said: “I lived in West Sussex all my life and 
only just moved to Dudley. Everyone knew him 
by the wedding car, proms and special occasions. 

“He was just amazing. He made me laugh 
and made sure everyone else was ok and had a 
great time. He was a top bloke, a true gentleman. 
There are not many of his kind around and it is 
hard to put into words. 

“Our thoughts go out to his family and every¬ 
one else who knows him. God knows what the 
it must be like for them. He was a true family 
man.” 

Mr Abrahams was an ex-paratrooper, Grena¬ 
dier Guard and a former Hampshire policeman as 
well as a pillar of the community acting as chauf¬ 
feur to scores of brides over 20 years. 

Pilot Andy Hill is still in a critical condition in 
hospital.

Shop owner 
faces unpaid 
work over 
illegal cigs 

A SHOP owner has been told to carry 
out unpaid work after nearly 100 il¬ 
licit packets of cigarettes and tobacco 
were found at his store. 

Officers from Dudley Council trad¬ 
ing standards discovered 76 packets 
of cigarettes and 23 packets of hand 
rolling tobacco - none of which had 
UK duty paid on them - at Russell’s 
Hall Post Office, Dudley. 

Of those, 40 packets of cigarettes 
and eight packets of tobacco were 
counterfeit. 

Shop owner Mohammed Janjuah 
stood before Dudley magistrates on 
August 13 and pleaded guilty to four 
offences including possessing for 
supply of counterfeit cigarettes and 
tobacco and being concerned in the 
acquisition, use or possession of crim¬ 
inal property for which duty had not 
been paid. 

He was given a 12 month commu¬ 
nity order including a two month 
night-time curfew and 80 hours un¬ 
paid work. His personal licence to 
sell alcohol was suspended for four 
months and he must pay £1,000 costs. 

Janjuah’s son, Kalif Coady, pleaded 
guilty to similar offences on June 26 
and handed a eight-week jail term 
suspended for 12 months, with 100 
hours community service and costs of 
£1,100. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member responsible for health, said: 
“We support legitimate businesses 
that comply with the law and have 
zero tolerance of any businesses deal¬ 
ing in illegal tobacco and will prose¬ 
cute in all cases.” 

Free eye tests for 
Belarus children 

CHILDREN affected by the legacy of 
the Chernobyl nuclear disaster visit¬ 
ed a Stourbridge opticians for free eye 
tests. 

The 13 youngsters from Belarus 
were welcomed to Specsavers in High 
Street for the eye examinations and 
were given glasses if needed. 

The visit was organised by Cher¬ 
nobyl Children Life Line, a charity 
which arranges respite trips to the 
UK for children who are affected by 
the legacy of the 1986 disaster. 

Store director Jason Bridgewater 
said: “Unfortunately, the majority of 
these children do not have access to 
any kind of eyecare so without visits 
like this, their eyesight could deteri¬ 
orate. Having corrective glasses can 
make an enormous difference to their 
quality of life.”

LITTER-PICKERS say a road in 
Stourbridge has become a ‘dumping 
ground’ after filling 20 bags with rub¬ 
bish in one evening. 

Volunteers with the Tidy Stour¬ 
bridge group took it on themselves to 
clear Mill Race Lane after they were 
disgusted by the amount of litter that 
had piled up. 

Nappies and condoms were among 
items that had been discarded, with 
bottles, cans and other rubbish also 
prevalent.

He said: “If there was money in 
getting stuff off the street kids would 
be happy to pick it up themselves and 
make a bit of money out of it.”

Carjacker jailed over outstanding £30 



THIS is the violent car-jacker who ran 
down a young women in her own car - 
over an outstanding £30 grocery debt. 

Richard Halford, from Kingswinford, 
was locked up for four years and 10 
months for the violent robbery. 

West Midlands Police Detective Consta¬ 
ble Shelley Punshon said Halford ‘had a 
long jail term to think about stupidity of 
his actions’. 

The victim, aged 26, was dragged out of 
the £15,000 Ford Mondeo by Halford and 
an accomplice who had lured her to a late- 
night meeting over the debt. 

She arrived at the rendezvous near 


Crestwood School in Bromley Lane, King¬ 
swinford, shortly after midnight on April 
27, Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

West Midlands Police say she handed 
over £120 to service a £150 debt. But Hal¬ 
ford grabbed her around the neck on hear¬ 
ing some of the debt was still outstanding. 

Halford’s accomplice went through her 
pockets until he found the Mondeo key 
and the victim was man-handled out of 
the car. Halford and his pal sped away, 
hitting the 26-year-old and leaving her 
needing hospital treatment. She injured 
her leg and ankle after falling under the 
wheels while trying in vain to stop the 


pair driving away. They later crashed into 
parked cars in Milking Bank, Dudley, and 
were found walking nearby in Limepits 
Lane by night shift response officers. 

Halford, aged 20, from Rowen Rise, 
admitted driving the Mondeo but was 
not at the wheel when it either ran over 
the woman or crashed, pleaded guilty 
to robbery, drink driving and having no 
insurance. He was given four years, 10 
months detention in a Young Offenders 
Institution and banned from driving for 
12 months. Another man, aged 20, is due 
to appear in court next month on suspi¬ 
cion of being involved in the robbery. 


Lack of road investment 
costing business billions 


A LACK of investment in the Black 
Country’s road network is costing 
businesses in the region’s billions 
of pounds, say commerce leaders. 

Colin Leighfield, transport chief of the 
Black Country Chamber of Commerce, 
says the region ‘is now being held in com¬ 
plete disregard’. 

He expects delays to major transport projects 
in the West Midlands, calling theme ‘completely 
unacceptable’, at a time the Government had 
accepted plans for a £5bn rerouting of the M2 5 
as part of the expansion of London’s Heathrow 
Airport. 

Mr Leighfield said “We have calculated the 
cost of road delays across the region and it is at 
least £2.5 billion. It is frankly absurd that our 
businesses are being penalised by successive 
government failure to address real transport 
needs and to fritter vehicle excise duty in areas 
that are nothing to do with transport. 

“We have seen figures that show that for 
every £1 spent on improving roads it provides 
£4 in economic growth and so wonder why suc¬ 
cessive governments have failed to invest.” 

He said due to an overspend on rail infra¬ 
structure and investment plans over the next 
five years projects like Midlands Connect will 
not be considered for another 10 years. 

Midlands Connect aims to turn the Midlands 
into a transport hub for the whole country. 

He said: “This is completely unacceptable es¬ 
pecially at a time when the Secretary of State 
for Transport has accepted the Davies Com¬ 
mission recommendation to expand Heathrow 
and with it the £5 billion on rerouting the UK’s 
busiest road, the M25. 

Engine 

“We do not know if the £5 billion includes 
the cost of a tunnel but it represents more than 
six times the annual capital spend on the West 
Midlands public transport infrastructure.” 

Mr Leighfield added: “We have criticised po¬ 
litically driven prejudice towards the Northern 
strategy: it appears that the Midlands Engine 
is now being held in complete disregard in fa¬ 
vour of both the North and South. 

He also warned that the Calais migrant crisis 
risked making businesses uncompetitive. 

“The cost of the delays and the inherent dan¬ 
ger to drivers is simply not acceptable,” said 
Mr Leighfield. “Furthermore, when drivers do 
report illegal immigrants in their wagons, their 
companies are being fined.”

MORE than 20 youngsters from 
Belarus enjoyed a day of sporting 
activities when they paid a visit to 
a tennis club. 

The youngsters were in the 
Stourbridge area as part of 
a month-long visit organised 
through the Chernobyl Children’s 
Lifeline charity for youngsters 
from the area still affected by a 
Soviet era nuclear accident in 
1986. 

One of the venues was Wollas¬ 


ton Tennis Club, in Prestwood 
Drive, Stourton, where the 24 
children took part in activities 
under the instruction of club 
coach Richard Cartwright. They 
were also treated to food as the 
tennis club put on a barbecue. 

Wollaston Tennis Club hosted 
a group for the first time in 2013 
and followed this up again in 2014. 

Chairman John Cutler said: “It 
is great to have the opportunity 
of hosting the group of children 


again. Our members, who volun¬ 
teered to help on the day, enjoyed 
getting involved as much as the 
children who visited.

Andy’s new career 


isComyn up trumps

An ex-pro player is proving 
there is life after football by 
carving out a new career. 

DAVID COSGROVE reports 


LIFE after football can be tough for 
many ex-professionals. 

Cocooned in the game from an early- 
age, many footballers don’t know any¬ 
thing other than life in the sport. 

Without any extra qualifications, or life 
experience, it can be hard to turn to another 
vocation when age and injury brings careers 
to an end. 

But Andy Comyn, the former Aston Villa 
and Albion defender, is an exception to the 
rule. 

Comyn has gone on to enjoy a successful 
second career after stepping away from the 
professional game in the 1990s and has joined 
Dudley College as vice principal for financial 
strategy and control. 

The 47-year-old, who also played for Plym¬ 
outh and Derby, left pro football in 1996, but 
went on to represent Hednesford Town in the 
non-league and was part of their famous run 
to the FA Cup fourth round. 

Bubble 

He admits that while his career has panned 
out well since, he has felt regret at what might 
have been, as he left the professional game 
aged just 28. 

Comyn, who was brought up in Stockport, 
joined Manchester United’s youth set-up aged 
16. 

Even as a teenager he had his head screwed 
on and wanted to get an education, rather than 
simply enjoy life in the footballing bubble. 

“I was always planning to go off to univer¬ 
sity,” he said. 

“Football is a fantastic career now and the 
money is unbelievable. At the time I was play¬ 
ing the money would’ve been slightly better 
than people would’ve paid elsewhere to a grad¬ 
uate - but not significantly so. 

“I think one reason for wanting to study at 
university was because around about that era 


you had the likes of Seb Coe who was really 
successful in athletics and he was at uni in 
Loughborough. 

“For some reason I had it in my head that 
I wanted to go to Loughborough, which had 
fantastic sporting facilities and a great sport¬ 
ing tradition. 

“That was just in my head from a young age 

- but after all that time thinking it would be 
Loughborough I ended up going to Birming¬ 
ham to study physics instead.” 

In fact, Comyn, who plied his footballing 
trade as a centre half, nearly didn’t have a 
professional career at all, after being released 
by United while still at university. 

Nearing the end of his final year studying 

- and with no career mapped out - he sent 
hopeful letters out to a couple of clubs in the 
Midlands, and it paid dividends. 

Comyn, who had played for Alvechurch dur¬ 


ing his time in Birmingham, said: “I was get¬ 
ting towards the end of that year and deciding 
what I was going to do with myself. 

“Then I decided to write off to Wolves and 
Villa - I don’t know why only those two clubs, 
but that’s what I did. 

“I didn’t hear anything back from Wolves 
but got a call from (Villa assistant manager) 
John Ward inviting me down to training. 

“I couldn’t go as it was right in the middle 
of my finals but thankfully we rearranged it.” 

Villa boss Graham Taylor saw Comyn play 
45 minutes of a practice match and snapped 
him up. He made his debut against Liverpool 
at Villa Park and spent two years at the club 

- during which he played 90 minutes in a cele¬ 
brated UEFA Cup win at home to Inter Milan 

- before moving on to Derby and Plymouth. 
While he was at the former, he successfully 

completed a book-keeping course at Sutton 


College, to make sure he kept his future ca¬ 
reer options open. After a two-month spell at 
Albion in 1996, he faced a big decision. “At the 
end of that season, manager Alan Buckley of¬ 
fered me a two-year contract,” he explained. 

“But he made it very clear to me that I was 
going to be the fourth choice centre half and I 
told him that was no good for me. 

“I was about to turn 28 and wanted to be 
playing regularly so I turned them down and 
was considering what to do.” 

But Comyn was approached by Hednesford 
Town boss John Baldwin who said he was 
interested. Baldwin owned two accountancy 
practices and said he could get the defender 
a job. 

This offered him a chance to make the most 
of his book-keeping qualification, a solid career 
and a chance to carry on playing football to a 
decent level - so he felt it was the right move. 

However, events at West Brom did make his 
question his decision to quit. 

Injured 

“I ended up working full-time in Walsall 
and training two or three times a week, it was 
ideal. The only time I’ve really had any sense 
of regret was after I left West Brom. 

“Obviously Buckley had said I would be the 
fourth choice in central defence. 

“But within the first few weeks of the season 
at least two of the centre halves got injured 
and that was the time I thought ‘if only’. 

“If I’d still been there I would’ve got a 
chance and you don’t know what might have 
happened.” 

He says he enjoyed his spell at Hednesford, 
starring in the club’s famous 1996-97 FA Cup 
run - in which they lost to subsequent final¬ 
ists Middlesbrough - and turned out for Eng¬ 
land’s non-league side. 

Andy finally hung up his boots in 2001 after 
a year at Halesowen and has thrown himself 
into his new career - working at the likes of 
Grant Thornton, Deloitte and Wragge & Co. 

He is looking forward to his new challenge 
at Dudley College. “I’ve loved it so far. There’s 
passion and commitment from the staff and a 
desire to keep improving. 

“There are brand new buildings and a lot 
of investment has happened and will continue 
to happen.”

Charting town’s history 
in commemorative trail 


HISTORIC events from Du¬ 
dley’s history are being set in 
stone across the town. 

A bomb explosion during the 
Second World War World and the 
unveiling of a statue dedicated to 
footballing hero Duncan Edwards 
are among those being commem¬ 
orated. 

Landmarks such as the Teddy 
Gray’s sweet shop and Dudley 
Castle as well as famous people 
such as world spring jumping 
champion Joe Darby and film 
director James Whale have also 
been highlighted as part of a new 
town trail. 

More than 30 plaques are being 
dotted around the Market Place and 
Castle Street leading to Coronation

Each 24-inch square plaque has

and a symbol of a Trilobite, the pre¬ 
historic fossil known as the Dudley 
Bug discovered at Wren’s Nest Nature 
Reserve. 

The collection of 33 stones have 
been designed by borough artist Steve 
Field and some also feature QR codes 
engraved into the bronze - which will 
allow instant download information in 
the future from mobile phone apps. 

The Time Trail plaques have been 
installed as part of the £6.7 million re¬ 
vamp of Dudley Market. 

A collection of ornate bronze 
plaques, highlighting the borough’s 
important events, buildings and peo¬ 
ple, is currently being installed in Mar¬ 
ket Place and Castle Street. 

This ‘time trail’ will also continue 
into Coronation Gardens as part of 
the £1.1 million revamp of that area. 


The selection of 33 plaques have been 
designed by borough artist Steve Field. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet 
member for planning and economic 
development, said: “These plaques are 
an important part of the regeneration 
of Dudley and can be used by visitors 
to the borough to get a flavour of our 
heritage. 

“They will also be able to be used 
by schools and anyone interested in 
finding out more about our important 
history.” 

Events dedicated in stone include 
the siege of Dudley Castle in 1646, a 
bomb explosion in 1940 opposite St. 
Thomas’s Church and the Green Man 
pub which was reputedly haunted. 

The plaque honouring footballer 
Edwards, one of Manchester United’s 
so-called Busby Babes, who also played 
for England, has been placed behind 
the statue in Dudley High Street, in¬ 
stalled in 1999. Work to install the 
rest of the plaques will take place in 
the coming weeks.

THEY called them the ‘dis¬ 
solution honours’. But to 
me they’re the ‘disillusioned 
honours’- as that’s how I’m 
feeling about this new crop 
of peers of the realm. 

There are some people who 
have sneered at the inclusion of 
underwear tycoon Michelle Mone 
in the list of new Tory peers - but 
she’s one of the few who can point 
to the merits of her business acu¬ 
men, rather than her service to 
her party. 

Certain sections of the press have 
labelled the Scot one of the ‘brassy’ - 
their word, not mine - women David 
Cameron is enthralled by. 

Ms Mone, however, is a rarity in a 
list dominated by people whose record 
with their party and politics is being 
rewarded as much as their service to 
their country or community. 

Forlorn 

The House of Lords is past its best. 
Creaking at the seams it is the sec¬ 
ond largest legislative chamber in the 
world outside of China, a country with 
a population of almost 1.4 billion. 

The Liberal Democrats were very 
keen on making it elected. But that 
has not stopped them adding to the 
red benches with 11 of their own nom¬ 
inees - three more than the entirety of 
the sad and forlorn bunch of MPs they 
were left with after May. 


Lorely Burt Lib Dem Baroness 

For while the Liberal Democrats 
were very keen indeed on serving the 
will of the electorate, the electorate 
was not all that keen on them after 
five years of coalition. 

David Cameron, meanwhile, is 
likely to press ahead with moves 
to cut the number of MPs, who are 
elected by the people, but not mak¬ 
ing much more than noises about the 
number of Lords, who are not. 

The Prime Minister’s own crony¬ 
ism has dominated the debate on this 
over the past couple of days but my 
personal favourite addition to the list 
is from Labour. 

Their modest eight peers are almost 
all former MPs, save for Spencer Liv¬ 
ermore. This is the strategy and com¬ 
munications professional who became 
Labour’s campaign director for the 
General Election. 

Hmmm. Remind me how that 


Soon-to-be Baroness Mone 

turned out again? Still, as a new life 
peer Lord Livermore will have to fight 
for his seat, er, nevermore, which 
must be rather nice. 

As for the West Midlands, the only 
new peer from these parts is the Lib¬ 
eral Democrat Lorely Burt, turfed out 
of her Solihull seat in favour of a Con¬ 
servative MP in May. 

Sedgley-born Baroness Burt will, 
we must hope, bring a bit of Black 
Country common sense to a house 
now welcoming an intake of donors, 
advisers, strategists and other party 
political types. 

Parliament will be at its best when 
it reflects the country it represents, 
not when its second chamber is used 
as a reward for political loyalty. 

And if all the parties are not careful, 
respect for and trust in it will sink so 
low, not even one of Michelle Mone’s 
bras could lift them.

T Rextasy, fronted by 
Bolan clone Danielz, rocked 
the Robin with a two-hour 
set that pleased both casual 
and die-hard fans of the 
corkscrew-haired glam rock 
star who died in a car crash 
38 years ago this month. 

Kicking off with Raw 
Ramp, the four-piece band 
got the crowd grooving 
with Metal Guru and 20th 
Century Boy. An acoustic 
set featured Cosmic Dancer 
(the song which opened the 
Billy Elliot movie), Space- 
ball Ricochet and Bolan’s 
take on Stand By Me, in 
tribute to Ben E King. 

As a treat for the dedi¬ 
cated fans, King of the Rum¬ 
bling Spires (from when 
Bolan’s band were still a 
bunch of hippies called Ty¬ 
rannosaurus Rex) got a rare 
airing, as did Dreamy Lady 
and Life’s A Gas, the latter 
dedicated to Cilia Black. 

After a short break, Dan¬ 
ielz returned clad in a glit¬ 
tering jacket draped with a 
feather boa and it was boo¬ 
gie all the way with such fa¬ 
vourites as Telegram Sam, 
Children of the Revolution, 
that other Billy Elliot high¬ 
light I Love To Boogie, Ride 
A White Swan, Solid Gold 
Easy Action and an epic ver¬ 
sion of Get It On.

Ange Hardy 
Esteesee 

BEFORE you start listening 
to this album, take the time 
to look at the artwork. 

The sleeve which is part art 
deco and part Bauhaus and it tells 
you this is not just folk music but 
folk art, close to a library on disc. 

There is a single strand which unites 
all the tracks on Ange Hardy’s latest 
offering, Samuel Taylor Coleridge 
from where the title comes because, 
he often signed himself STC. 

Hardy is a damn fine musician and 
knows how to combine folk culture 
and music in a way which makes you 
want to understand more of the feast 
she has lain before you. 

The Somerset born artist opens 
with The Foster-Mother’s-Tale - the 
first offering from Coleridge she ever 
read and is very close to a shanty and 
features the immense talents of Steve 
Knightley and Lukas Drinkwater 
alongside Hardy’s silken and emotive 
tones. 

My Captain is the start of Hardy 
squeezing every ounce of understand¬ 
ing from The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner. It’s a light, almost hornpipe 
tune. The Curse Of A Dead Man’s Eye 
begins with David Milton dramatically 
reading the beginning of The Rime. 

Patsy Reid’s violin playing is par¬ 
ticularly worthy of note and Tamsin 
Rosewell orates Kubla Khan with the 
atmospheric music added by Hardy 
and Kate Rouse on dulcimer. 

It will be a big surprise if Esteesee 
doesn’t figure in the rounds of annual 
folk awards purely for the amount of 
work, time and effort Hardy has obvi¬ 
ously put into this project. 


Gary O’Dea 
Fly 

This is a pretty laid back album 
which has that quality of being able to 
enjoy the songs no matter what mood 
you are in, which is testament to the 
art of songwriting and music making 
Gary O’Dea possesses. 

The opening track Angel sets the 
mood perfectly with O’Dea sounding 
a little like John Meloncamp but with 
a more chilled out acoustic sound on 
his guitar. 

All the tracks are O’Dea’s own work 
except Take The Money and Run 
where he collaborated with Garry Ol¬ 
iver. 

O’Dea from Tipton is another tal¬ 
ent the Midlands can be proud of, al¬ 
though his sound is seriously chilled 
out that doesn’t mean it is bland or 
lacks any depth of emotion, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

There are a great many musical 
influences which come out and the al¬ 
most under-produced sound using the 
skills of Eddy Morton give this album 
a rawness which you associate with 
the folk singers of the Sixties. 


Megan Henwood 
Head Heart Hand 

This is a seriously cool album from 
a seriously cool artist. While it’s not 
what you would call a traditional or 
exclusively folk album, there is enough 
in there to keep folkies’ interest. 

However, also crammed into this 
impressive collection of songs is coun¬ 
try, blues, soul and anything else 
Megan Henwood chooses to throw into 
the mix, and believe it, she has shoe¬ 
horned a lot into this album. 

Ma Polaine’s Great Decline 
Got Me Out Of Hell 

Do not listen to this album on your 
own or if you are of a nervous dispo¬ 
sition. 

However, if you like music that’s 
decadent, indulgent, on the wrong side 
of the edge of darkness, a bit sinister 
and ever so slightly wanton then light 
a candle and be prepared to be drawn 
into the world of Ma Polaine’s Great 
Decline.

TYRES, mattresses, sofas, fridges - 
the shocking mountain of rubbish 
dumped in a Black Country street by 
thoughtless fly-tippers. 

A community group filled six truck- 
loads of trash in just two hours when 
they tackled the rubbish mound off 
Jackson Street, Lye. 

Some 15 members of Tidy Stour¬ 
bridge worked with the council to 
clear three sofas, more than 20 tyres, 
roofing materials, stacks of wood, plas¬ 
tic tubs and general waste.

Problems at the site were first spot¬ 
ted by Tidy Stourbridge members 
around three months ago but since 
then more rubbish had been left. 

The clean-up was carried out as 
a joint operation between the com¬ 
munity group and Dudley Council’s 
Street Cleaning Department 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Moham¬ 
med Hanif, Councillor Christine Perks 
and the council’s chief executive, 
Sarah Norman, helped clear the area. 

Mr Kendrick, added: “This was a 
really good exercise. When we first got 
there the rubbish was a real mountain. 

“Dave Wesson from the council and 
Sarah Norman both said they had 
never seen anything like it.”

Criticism over care 
as children neglected 


SOCIAL workers at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil have been criticised after 
three children were ‘chronically 
neglected’ while under their care. 

The children, who were dirty, suffered 
bruises and burns and had head lice and 
cold sores, were known to the council after 
their mother was cautioned for neglect. 

But, two years on, concerned teachers 
reported the matter directly to police after 
becoming increasingly worried about the 
condition of the under-sevens. The prob¬ 
lems had persisted despite teachers flagging 
up the issues with social workers. 

After the police were called, a full inves¬ 
tigation was launched. The mother, who 
lives in Willenhall, was given a three-year 
community order with supervision by the 
probation service at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. She had admitted three cases of 
child cruelty by way of neglect during Sep¬ 
tember and October last year. She had been 
cautioned in October 2012. 

Mr Paul Spratt, prosecuting, said: “This 
was chronic neglect. The woman was inca¬ 
pable of dealing with them in a proper man¬ 
ner when it came to bathing, clothing and 
caring for them.” 

The children are now in foster care. Their 
mother, who cannot be named, is allowed 
supervised contact. Their father played no 
part in their upbringing. 

Judge Martin Walsh said: “What is trou¬ 
bling is that the continued neglect occurred 
at a time when the children were in the care 
of the local authority. The offences arose 
when the local authority were responsible.” 

Miss Nicole Steers, defending, said: “This 
is not a case of intentional harm or neglect 
but of incompetence and ignorance.” 

Anthea Jones, for Dudley Council, said: 
“The children concerned were placed under 
a Care at Home order by the courts in Au¬ 
gust 2012. They were returned to their 
mother in October 2012 and the local au¬ 
thority continued to support the family 
under the Care at Home order until Octo¬ 
ber 2014 when concerns were raised and we 
acted to remove the children.”

RAF Cosford put on a treat for 
veterans who were armed with 
a very different weapon of war - 
the camera. 

Photography has changed hugely 
since the negative development pro¬ 
cess was invented in 1835 by William 
Fox Talbot. 

And as photography has developed, its 
use by Britain’s Armed Forces has also 
changed. 

Ernest Brooks pioneered the use of pho¬ 
tography as a tool in the First World War. 
He was the first official photographer to 
be appointed by the British military, and 
produced several thousand images between 
1915 and 1918, more than a tenth of all 
British official photographs taken during 
the war. 

In 1915 the first military photography 
school was opened, when The Royal Flying 
Corps School of Photography was estab¬ 
lished at South Farnborough. 

And 100 years later the work continues at

the Defence School of Photography (DSOP), 
based at RAF Cosford, which put on a dis¬ 
play to celebrate the centenary of that first 
photography school. 

The Cosford exhibition wasn’t open to the 
public, being put on solely for the benefit 
of ex-service personnel who had worked as 
photographers in the Army, Navy or RAF. 

Visitors 

It was also a chance for current trainees 
to learn about the history of military pho¬ 
tography. 

The exhibition included a recreation 
of an Army photographic unit from 1942, 
complete with two men dressed in period 
uniforms and a Willys Jeep. 

Visitors were also able to tour the train¬ 
ing facility and see all the rooms where the 
trainees are instructed, including a room 


set-up like a police crime scene. Military 
photographers are often called to lend their 
specialist photographic knowledge to help 
the police. 

A ‘Centenary Room’ had a timeline show¬ 
ing significant historical events in both ci¬ 
vilian and military photography. That room 
also housed historical items, including the 
camera used by prisoners involved in the 
mass escape from Stalag Luft III in March 
1943 - as dramatised in the film The Great 
Escape. 

Another display case held a collection of 
Weston exposure meters, an essential for 
any photographer in the days before cam¬ 
eras became adept at measuring light. 

The company was founded by Edward 
Weston, born In Oswestry in 1850 and the 
collection belongs to Malcolm Price, from 
Kinver. Malcolm, 70, said: “It wasn’t until 
I researched the history that I realised he 
was a local man. 

He said: “I started my collection of for 
two reasons, firstly because I still use the 
meters and secondly, I wanted to show the 


link between Weston meters and the local 
area.” 

Stacey Mellor, the visits and engagement 
officer for RAF Cosford, said: “As well as 
celebrating the unit’s centenary, we are 
also celebrating 50 years of the DSOP being 
here at Cosford.” 

About 400 ex-servicemen attended the 
event over two days, concluding with a gala 
dinner on the Saturday. Since its inception 
a year after the start of World War One, 
the Armed Forces photographic unit has 
trained about 51,000 photographers. 

The DSOP in Cosford instructs members 
of all three forces, trains 700 each year and 
divides its training into two streams. The 
first stream is for those seeking to be ded¬ 
icated photographers in the armed forces 
and they are trained on a professional-level 
28 week course. 

The other stream is for those soldiers, 
sailors and airmen who need to use pho¬ 
tography in addition to performing their 
regular military role - and those courses 
last from four days to three weeks.

Grounds for optimism over 
football pitch drainage repairs 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been 
spent repairing drainage at a com¬ 
munity football pitch, allowing 
youngsters to play there this season. 

Bosses at the Baggeridge Social Welfare 
Centre in Gornal gratefully received turf 
taken from Molineux to create the un- 
der-lOs pitch around 18 months ago. The 
facility replaced derelict tennis courts at 
the centre in The Straits. 

But in a crushing blow to those who were play¬ 
ing at the pitch it quickly became waterlogged in 


September last year. Club trustee, Gornal Coun¬ 
cillor Dave Branwood, said: “The pitch was only 
played on a couple of times last season when we 
realised it was not playable. 

“It was around September when one of the 
corners got completely waterlogged. The water 
was running down the slope and making it really 
boggy. The teams were unable to play on it for 
the rest of the season.” 

Councillor Branwood said club bosses were 
desperate to have the pitch in functional con¬ 
dition ready for the start of this season. And in 
order to achieve that ambition they splashed out 


£7,400 to repair the damaged drainage which 
had caused the flooding. There had previously 
been some drainage in place but the Gornal 
councillor believes it had been cracked in the 
process of laying the turf taken Wolverhampton 
Wanderers ground. 

The club has now requested £3,700 funding 
from Dudley Council to help pay for the costs of 
installing the new system. 

Councillor Branwood added: “We have now 
also got dug-outs which have been donated from 
the old Wolves training ground so it is really be¬ 
coming a high class facility.” 


Plea over jab 
to uni freshers 

UNIVERSITY freshers are being urged 
to book in for a meningitis vaccine before 
heading off to study. 

First year university students are par¬ 
ticularly susceptible to meningococcal dis¬ 
ease. Health bosses at Dudley Council are 
inviting those aged 19 to 24 and anyone 
born between September 1, 1996, and Au¬ 
gust 31, 1997, to book in for the jab. 

Councillor Rachel Harris, for health, 
said: “This is an exciting time for stu¬ 
dents heading off to university, but we’d 
like them to make getting this vaccination 
part of their preparation plans. 

“Even if you have recently received the 
Men C booster vaccine, it’s still impor¬ 
tant to get this new vaccine as it protects 
against A, W and Y strains as well.”

PUPILS in Halesowen School are set to 
have even more fun at break time thanks 
to a bigger playground, grass football pitch 
and a forest area. 

Olive Hill Primary, in Springfield Road, 
has had the new play facilities as part of a 
package of education and sports improve¬ 
ments for the school. 

Head teacher Rachel Cutting said: “The 
children were very excited to have a larger 
playground last year and to see the devel¬ 
opment of the new school field and forest 
area this year. The work has provided the 
children with more space to play and learn 
outdoors.” 

Regeneration specialists St Modwen has 
delivered the play facilities as part of its 
£2 million project to create new homes and 
provide improved facilities in the Coombs 
Wood area. 

Ian Romano, senior development sur¬ 
veyor at St Modwen, added: “We hope these 
outstanding facilities will improve the qual¬ 
ity of play, teaching and learning at the 
school for both current and future pupils.” 


St Modwen has also made extensive biodi¬ 
versity improvements to the Green Wedge, 
resulting in a total of 12 acres of land being 
reinstated for public access. 

In 2013, it completed the construction 
and redevelopment of Coombs Wood Sports 
and Social Club, securing the future of 
Coombs Wood Cricket Club. 

It is hoped that the schools forest area 
will also attract wildlife, allowing children 
to get involved with nature studies.

A new lease of life 
for derelict building 

A BUILDING in Halesowen that has been derelict for 
years has been taken over by a community.

Seeing an opportunity to create a community hub when 
the building was put up for sale, the Hasbury Community 
Committee stepped in. 

The group applied to buy the building from Dudley Coun¬ 
cil under the Community Asset Transfer scheme with the 
deal now complete. Play groups, youth clubs and other local 
organisations will be invited to hire the site. 

Group member Bryan Kelsey said: “It was for sale and 
local people didn’t want it to be sold for housing or offices. 
The group got together and offered to buy it off the council. 
It’s taken about three years to do it. 

“It was a sons of rest where men would while away the 
hours, meet friends and sit and play dominoes. But it fell 
into disuse and was boarded up.” 

Mr Kelsey, of Woodcross, Wolverhampton, used to run 
a youth club in Halesowen and said the group was hoping 
to raise enough funds to revamp the building. The group 
has launched a summer scheme from the site, where free 
trips will be offered to the likes of Dudley Zoo and the Black 
Country Museum.

The 2.25 mile path in 
Romsley can be followed as 
part of the Walk Worcester¬ 
shire series of short, easy to 
follow way marked routes.

A tale of two cities loaded with 
poetry, prose and the Plimsoll line 


THERE are no Hard Times in 
this tale of two cities. But what 
a Dickens of a history lesson we 
had. 

Bristol and Bath are just 12 miles apart 
and both are steeped in heritage - and fasci¬ 
nating literary connections. The former can 
lay claim to Robert Southey, a close friend 
of Wordsworth and Coleridge and who later 
become Poet Laureate. Coleridge himself 
launched the Watchman magazine in the 
city in 1795. 

Child genius Thomas Chatterton, who 
died at the age of 17, was born in the city, 
which is also home to award-winning writer 
and poet Helen Dunmore. 

More famous links are those of Robert 
Louis Stevenson and Daniel Defoe. Legend 
has it that Defoe based Robinson Crusoe 
on Alexander Selkirk, whom he met in the

Llandoger Trow in King Street. The Hole in 
the Wall pub, in Queens Square, reputedly 
forms the basis of the Spyglass pub in Rob¬ 
inson’s Treasure Island. Both feature in a 
list of hidden treasures, created by Mercure 
and Blue Badge tourism guides. 

Jane Austen, a one-time resident of 
neighbouring Bath, spent time in Bristol 
and is believed to have stayed in Clifton. 

But Bristol is also famed for other key 
maritime and engineering achievements. 
Italian explorer John Cabot is honoured 
with a statute. He settled in Bristol in 1840, 
and seven years later discovered Newfound¬ 
land. SS Brunei was the world’s longest 
passenger liner from 1845-54 and is now a 
leading visitor attraction and museum ship. 

Samuel Plimsoll, inventor of the ship 
loading line which bears his name, is an¬ 


other famous Bristolian. Concorde, the mo¬ 
torbike and sidecar - and even lead shot, 
originated in Bristol, as did Schweppes and 
Harvey’s Bristol Cream. Chocolatier Joseph 
Fry opened his first shop in the city in 1756. 

Wallace & Gromit maybe famous Bristol 
creations, but did you know that Deal or No 
Deal, Casualty and Shoestring - even Only 
Fools and Horses were all filmed there. 

All this and more my partner and I dis¬ 
covered when we stayed at the Mercure 
Bristol Holland House Hotel, welcoming 
accommodation in the centre of a vibrant 
and clean city. 

A recent transformation has seen its 
275 rooms and public spaces renovated, 
all giving a nod to the city’s industrial and 
sea-faring heritage. It also boasts 12 confer¬ 
ence rooms, a spa and 14 treatment rooms. 

We were also treated to Flavours From 
the Cellar, a wine concept launched by 


Saturday Kitchen’s Susie Barry and Peter 
Richards. Their offerings feature across 72 
of the chain’s hotels alongside other locally 
selected wines. 

The city offers so much to do, from the 
oldest established market, St Nicholas, 
which dates to 1873, the mall at Cribbs 
Causeway, housing 135 top stores, and the 
Avon Valley Railway nostalgia steam train. 

The next day, we headed to Bath, where 
its own literary connections should not be 
under-estimated. Austen aside, Franken¬ 
stein author Mary Shelley and her husband 
Percy Bysshe Shelley lodged there, Tobias 
Smollett penned part of his Expedition of 
Humphrey Clinker in the city and Dickens 
set part of Pickwick Papers there. Author 
Jacqueline Wilson was also born in Bath. 

We finished the weekend at Bath races 
where, a jockey named Hardy - Cam Hardie 
- to be precise, scored a double.

H ere’s a fact that may make 
some of those reading this 
article feel a little old - it’s 22 
years since Ken Russell’s adaptation 
of DH Lawrence’s controversial novel 
hit our TV screens. 


do in Lady Chatterley’s Lover, is 
there? 


Back then, the sight of Sean Bean’s 
nether regions as he ran through the 
woods while chasing a naked Joely 
Richardson raised eyebrows and 
temperatures - and those who have 
seen the latest version of the tale 
claim it’s all set to shock a new 
generation too. 

Yes, even in an age where almost 
anything can be depicted on screen - 
or at least in Game of Thrones 
anyway - some people can still be 
surprised by what appears on a TV 
screen in the 21st century. 

However, Richard Madden, who 
also stars in the aforementioned 
adaptations of author George RR 
Martin’s work, is quick to allay any 
fears that this take is nothing but a 
long, sordid romp. 

“Come on guys, we’ve got Google,” 
he laughs. ‘There’s nothing that’s 
going to shock us that we’re going to 


‘All that stigma, all that smut’s gone 
and it’s actually just about these three 
people, which is the fascinating story 
of it. There’s sex and passion in it, but 
we’re not going to shock people like 
the book did.” 


Constance finds herself becoming 
drawn to the brooding and lonely 
Mellors. 


The original novel was published in 
an abridged form in Britain in 1932; it 
took another 28 years before a full, 
unexpurgated version hit shelves, 
leading to an infamous obscenity trial 
involving Penguin Books. The 
publisher was found innocent, and the 
novel has remained in circulation ever 
since. 


In 1920s Britain, the idea of a 
servant cavorting with a member of 
the upper classes was shocking, 
scandalous and could end with them 
both being ostracised by their peers. 
Nevertheless, Mellors and Constance 
embark on an affair. 


Sir Clifford begins to suspect 
something is going on, and despite 
his disabilities, it’s clear his vengeance 
will be ruthless if the truth comes out. 


The three people mentioned by 
Madden are Oliver Mellors, the 
gamekeeper he himself plays, and his 
employers - Sir Clifford Chatterley and 
his wife, Lady Constance. 

The Chatterleys are happily married 
until Sir Clifford returns from the First 
World War. Left impotent and 
wheelchair-bound by wounds suffered 
on the front line, he is a shadow of the 
dashing aristocrat he once was. As he 
becomes increasingly distant, 


Playing the Chatterleys are James 
Norton and Holliday Grainger, but it’s 
Madden who is gaining the most 
attention from his participation in the 
project. 

The trailer shows him bare-chested, 
and some observers have suggested 
the role could do for his career what 
Poldark has done for Aidan Turner’s. 


The screenplay has been penned 
by Jed Mercurio, whose previous 
credits include Bodies, Cardiac Arrest, 
The Grimleys and Line of Duty. A 
novelist himself, it would appear that 
Lawrence’s work is in safe hands.

Bangers selling like hot cakes 


Sales of ‘banger’ cars are ris¬ 
ing fast, while prices are even 
increasing for cars aged 10.5 
years old and over. 

Even though there are now more 
bangers coming on to the market, 
the average price paid at auction 
for this type of car at auction has 
risen from £725 in 2013 to £875 in 
June 2015. 

The availability of cheap PCP (per¬ 
sonal contract plan) deals for new cars 
has encouraged many drivers to give 
up their bangers. 

However, even with more bangers 
coming on to the market, there has 
been a substantial rise in demand that 


means there are more buyers than cars 
available, so prices have firmed up. 

Rupert Pontin, head of valuations at 
Glass’s, said: “We are seeing some¬ 
thing interesting going on. 

“Since the start of 2013, the number 
of cars over 10.5 years old being sold 
at auction has increased by around 50 
per cent. 

“We believe this is because large 
numbers of buyers are selling their 
bangers and signing up to low-cost 
new and used car PCP deals to get be¬ 
hind the wheel of a newer model. 

“However, instead of this flood of 
bangers entering the market leading to 
a collapse in values, they have actually 
increased quite substantially. Enough 


new buyers are entering the market 
to soak up the extra volume and the 
banger market is actually in excellent 
health.” 

Pontin added: “Partially this is as a 
result of improving economic condi¬ 
tions as more people are feeling confi¬ 
dent about buying and running a car at 
the entry level. However, the quality of 
older cars on sale is improving all the 
time, which helps. 

“We see many bangers going 
through auction in excellent condi¬ 
tion at very reasonable prices and, for 
many people, they make extremely 
sensible purchases. 

“It is very much a case of: The bang¬ 
er is dead. Long live the banger’.”
